Big Importations Tend to Lower Price 
of American Eggs 


“The Canadian Countryman,".in a 
recent issue, had this to say about the 
Chinese egg trade: At the present time 
Chinese eggs are reaching the Pacive 
coast at 14c per dozen. For some time 
past they have been sold by the whole- 
sale and retail trade in the Western 
States labelled “fresh pullet eggs.” 
This was done because they are a 
smaller egg than the home product. 
Now legislation 1s compelling them 
to be labelled as “from China” instead, 
They are said to reach the coast in 
first-class condition for immediate use 
but are valueless for storage as they 
soon develop “spots,” 

The Canadian tariff provides a duty 
of three cents per dozen on foreign 
eges, and while this is not sufficient 
to keep Chinese eggs out of Canada, 
it affords a protection to this extent 
for the Canadian egg producer, No 
one will begrudge the Canadian far- 
mer, who has eggs to market, pro- 
tection to this extent. In fact the 
majority of the Canadian people who 
realize that the prosperity of the 
country {8 bound up with the pros- 
perity of the farmer, would probably 
agree to increase protection on eggs 
in order to ensure the farmer the 
home market at steady and profitable 
prices. No one wants to see his 
interests injured by an inrush of cheap 
eggs from such countries as China, 
where living condition are far below 
the Anglo-Saxon standards. 

It is interesting to note that under 
the reciprocity agreement the duty on 
eggs would have been wiped out, 
which would mean that Chinese eggs 
could be laid down in Vancouver at 
1lc, per dozen instead of 14c.

*The day of the magnetic compass, 
the sailor's needle, is passing. On 
warships ana the great liners, it is 
being replaced by the gyroscopic com- 
pass, which operates on the principle 
that the axis of a rapidly rotating dise 
tends to align itself with the axle of 
This axle is now the 
“needle.” The shaft cf every flywhee! 
dynamo and motor is striving in vain 
against its bearings to turn to the 
geographic north, The direct action 
of the earth which causes this fs 
feeble. So in the gyroscopic compass 
this is re-inforced by electric power:

His dis 
covery was the basic principle of the 
gyroscopic compass, which now, sixty 
years later, has beer perfected by aa 
American engineer, Elmer A. Speery.

ped with it. Many foreign navies also 
use it. 

In battleships a magnetic compass 
must be placed ‘n a cage mast to re- 
duce the effect cf the mass of steel 
which the hull presents. 
roscopic compass, which is nen-mag- 
netic, is placed in a protected position 
below the watcr line. There, by thé 
aid of electricity, it actuates auxiliary 
compasses placed at the wheel and in 
the conning tower. In submarines the 
magnetic compess is subjected to so 
many disturbing intiuences as to be 
almost useless. whereas the gyro- 
scopic compass ‘not at all affected 

Another quatity of the magnetic 
compass is that it points not to the 
geographic :.orth or pole, but to the 
magnetit pole, which is to one side 
of the geogrsphical pole, and it is de- 
flected from tho magretic pole by the 
variation due to locat magnetic con- 
ditions, and by the deviation caused 
by the fact that a steel ship is -itself 
a magnet. So in laying his course 
the navigator must. allow for those fac- 
tors in his protlem. But with the gy- 
roscopic compass, he is rid of them all 
and the poetic term, “True as the 
needle to the pole,” must remain for 
poetry, lezving the art of navigation 
to the guidaace cf the gyroscopic com- 
pass, which is really true and not just 
partly true as the needle always was 
—Philadelphia Record.

TREASURE OF LAHUN 


Antiquities Discovered In a Pyramid 
Are of Grea est interest 
Professor Flinders Petrie and _ his 
assistants, who all belong to the Brit- 
ish School of Archaeology in Egypt, 
have secured the greatest treasure 
trove of modern times, Their biggest 
capture, the golden crown of an 
ancient princess, has heen left in 
Cairo, but the rest is to be seen by 
anyone who cares to visit University 
College, Gower street, London, At the 
mouth of the Fayum, about 60 miles 
south of Cano, Sanureset IJ, built a 
pyramid about 3,400 B.C, as a tomo 
for his famiiy. Some time later Sat- 
was buried with all her 
jewels arou:d her in the pyramid. 
Her tomb has been raided many times 
during the last fifty centuries until the 
English schoolmen, following a dis- 
covery of Mr. Guy Brunton, — sifted 
every part cr ft.

BIG INCREASE 


Value of Quebec's Mineral Products 
Up by Nearly $2,000,060 

The report of the superintendent of 
mines of the province of Quebec for 
the year 191° has just been made pub- 
lic, and records that the value of the 
mineral products for the pari year 
reached the sur: of $18,119,811, whicn 
shows an increase of almost two mi!- 
lion dollars over the preceding year. 
The above figures will be noted with 
satisfaction throughout the province, 
as the depression in finances for the 
past eight months seem to have had 
no effect on the mineral market, 

As in past years, the production of 
asbestos heads the list. Of this valu- 
able mineral! alone the exports amount 
to $3,830,504. The province of Quebec 
furnishes 80 per cent, of the universal 
consumption of this substance

Steamship Service to West Indies via 
Panama Would Give Great Out- 
let for Lumber 

B. §. 8. Flood, trade commissioner 
for Barbadoes, in his report to the de- 
partment of trade and commerce, 
states that the opening of the Panama 
canal will enab!e shippers of Jumber 
from British Columbia to compete 
with the West Indies. 

To satisfy inquiries a request has 
been made to tlie trade department of 
British Columbia. to furnish samples 
of the differen: varieties of lumber 
that are commercial'y important and 
suitable for exportation. 

These shipments will be showed to 
;the traders and afterwards sent to 
Trinidad, Jamaica and British Guinea 
and the Northern Islands. In this way 
an opportunity will be afforded for a 
comparison of British Columbia lum- 
ber with that now imported. 

The requirements of the British 
West Indies for. lumber, shingles, 
shooks, staves and puncheons, have an 
average value of about two and a 
quarter million o: dollars, These colo. 
nies, with the exception of Jamaica, 
give a preference to Canadian lumber. 
A steamship service between British 
Columbia and these colonies that 
would give 2n outlet for lumber and 
jother products of Western Canada 
would depend to a large extent on the 
availability of returr cargoes. The 
products of the West Indies, that now 
) reach the preference market of Can: 
}ada and that could make the voyage 
|to British Columbia without deteriora-

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RURAL DEPOPULATION 
AND SOME CAUSES 


DISREGARD OF THE PRINCIPLES 
OF CONSERVATION IS ONE 
OF THE FACTORS 


Lands Have Been Farmed Witl Utter 
Disregard of the Possibility of th: 


Exhaustion of Soil Fertility, and 
Abandoned After Being Literally 
“Mined.” 


The exodus of population from our 
agricultural communities constitutes 
one of the most important phases of 
that composite subject so frequently 
referred to under the vague but con 
venient term, “the rural problem,” 
The admirable analysis of this ques: 
tion of rurai depopulation, given by 
Rev. John MacDougall in his hook en- 
titled “Rura! Life in Canada,” is of 
patricular interest to the advocate of 
conservation, in that it emphasizes the 
close connection between the proper 
use of national resources and the 
maintenance of a large and prosper 
ous rural population. Nations have, 
hitherto, failed to realize the full im- 
portance of .his relation and iheir fail- 
ure to do so has been a costly and ir- 
reparable error, 

“Congervation,’ referring to the 
wise use of c country’s natural re- 
sources, is a word of no narrow mean 
ing. It stands, first and foremost, for 
the elimination of waste and extravag- 
ance in respect to those resources 
which are limited in supply, and for 
the propaagtion of those which, al- 
{hough limited, are reproducible. But 
it means more thar. that. It stands for 
economy in the ontire field of produc- 
tion, as weil as in consumption,—for 
the utilization of al! portions of the 
national domain in such a manner as 
to secure the maximum return there- 
from, These are the cardinal prin- 
ciples which former generations dis- 
regarded and which the present hay 
not yet learnt to appreciate thorough. 
ly. They become fully realized only 
when the results of disregard cre man- 
lifested in such tangible forms as the 
present whoiesale abandonment of 
once-thriving agricultural cemmuni- 
ties. For this movement of population 
the failure to observe the principles 
of conservation has not been wholly 
responsible, but ‘t has contributed in 
two ways. 

Primarily, there has been the 
reckless exploration of wooded areas 
which were never of a nature to just- 
ify agricultural settlement, Lands, 
with soil adapted only for iorestry 
purposes, have been stripped of tim- 
ber, exhausted by a few crops and 
abandoned in such condition as to be 
almost uselers even for reforestation 
From start to finish the policy pur- 
sued has beer ruinous to rational 
welfare, 

Secondly—land: which were orig 
inally of real agricultural value have 
been farmed with utter disregard of 
the possibility of the exhaustion of 
soil fertility, Under scientific meth- 
ods of cultivation, they would have 
been permavently available for profit- 
able egricu'ture, hut when literally 
“mined” of *veir fertility, have bee 
deserted for newer and more fertile 
Such methods may enrich the 
individual, but »ever the nation, 

Failure to practise conservation 
methods in bygone years is not the 
sole cause of rural depopulation to- 
day, but it is, probably, the cnly cne 
of the several causes, to which that 
movement is due, which need occasion 
regret to the present generation and 
reproach to our ancestors. Most of

tem will seek other fields of labor.—

Representatives of the big lumber 
companies operating in the upper Ot- 
tawa region state that operations in 
the bush this fall will be unusually 
heavy, and that about 35,000 men will 
be employed about two months hence. 
It is believed that this will go a long 
way toward relieving unemployment 
in eastern cities. The reason givec 
for the extra lumbering operations is 
that a great deal of timber bes been 
felled by storms and slightly dam- 
aged by bush fires, and that it must 
be utilized at once before decay sets 
in.

Ga:lery Offers $1,000 
Painters or Sculptors 

The trustees of the National Gallery 
of Canada have decided to grant a tra- 
velling scholarship of $1,000, to be 
awarded annually at the exhibition of 
the Royal Canadian Academy of Arts.

CREATION OF NATIONAL’ PARKS 
| OF GREAT ‘OMMERCIAL VALLE 

- TO CANADA 

to the Increasing Modern 
| Taste For Travel, Striking Scenery 
Has Beco,1e One of the Most Valu- 
ab's Sources of Revenue a Nation 
Can Possess. 


} Am unusual government publication 
has sceently beer issued hy the Do- 
‘iminton parks ivanch of the depart- 

ment of the interior, It consists of a 
small souvenir booklet  artistics 
bound in duplex leather wild 
paper and tied with an olive green 
silk cord. The lettering is embosesd 
{in gold and a# very unique design has 
been chosen fo: the cover, The latter 
is cut out so as to form a sort of 
frame and in this is inset a spray of 
Canadian heather from the locky 
Mountains park the purplish flowers 
of the heather against the wood 
brown background making a very at- 
tractive colour combination. 

Tt will no doubt be a matter of sur 
prise to many to learn that Canada 
possesses a leather of her own, This 
plant is not, as it has sometimes been 
} called, a “poor relation” of the Scotch 
| heather, but has a family connection 
and standing of its own well recog: 
nized by botanists, and is nearly al- 
Hed to the heath of the British Isles. 
The booklet gives an interesting ac- 
count of the locality from which the 
souvenir was gathered, Simpson pass, 
about thirty miles from Banff, and of 
some of the legends and stories con- 
nected with the heather in other 
lands, Its main purpose, however, is to 
call the attention of Canadians to the 
}nutional parks o. the Dominion, not 
{only to the attractions they offer to 
those’ who able to visit them, but 
fe to thei: value in the national 
life, Their commercial potentialities 
are somewhat startling. It is pointed 
out that owing to the increasing mod. 
jern taste for travel, striking scenery 
| has become one of the most valuable 
ysources of cevenue a nation can poa- 
sess. The tourist revenue of Switzer- 
land per yeui is placed at 150 million 
dollars, that of #rance at 600 millions, 
| that of Italy at over 100 millions, The 
sum which Americans annually spend 
abroad is e:timated at the enormous 
total of five huwired million dollars. 
It would appear, therefore, that the 
creation of national parks, which are 
one of the best means of attracting 
land providing for tourist travel, may 
well be considered as it is now being 
considered +3 the United States, as a 
“solid business proposition.” 

It is on othe: grounds than the 
commercial, however, that the parks 
lay claim to re.ognition, These great 
natural reserves are reservoirs of vit- 
ality for th> race. As an antidote to 
the ills of over-civilization and the 
complex life of modern cities, they cf- 
fer the opportunity for life in the wild- 
erness and -he best sort of recreation 
where fresh air, sunshine an beauti- 
fui natural scenery are combined. The 
problem of tae preservation of the vit- 
ality of the race is admitted by all 
conservationist. today, to be the first 
of all conservation problems, and the 
value of parks, playgrounds and re- 
creation in this respect is each year 
being given a larger place. 

The educational and patriotic in- 
fluence of the parks is also touched 
upon as wei! as the work which the 
Dominion park: branch is doing in the 
preservation of native wild life in con- 
nection with the buffalo, elk, antelope, 
| ete., as well as bird life. There is also 
| pointed ou: the need for the creation 
jof historic yarks a: a means of pre- 
servation fo our historic sites, many 
of which we ar. allowing to disap 
pear. 

A new line of development which 
is worthy of consideration is suggest- 
ed, viz.: the provision of national 
parks near our congested centres of 
population All modern town planning 
makes provision for parks and play- 
grounds witoin the city itself, but 
while these are useful and necessary 
they provide a means of recreation for 
a few hours at most. The national 
parks would reserve large areas where 
people would be free to go for as long 
as they desired. Such parks would be, 
in reality, “people’s estates” and 
would afford to the ordinary citizen 
many of the advantages which the 
man of wealth possesses in his coun- 
try estate, In the words of the book- 
let they would be “places where the 
poor could get a summer cottage or 
camp site for a nominal rental, where 
boys and men could camp and fish ana 
study nature, where the sick and deli- 
cate could find new stores of health 
in the great out-of-doors, by right of 
citizenship, without leave or  hind- 
rance of anyone,” 

There is :till within easy reach of 
many of ou large cities, land avatl- 
able for suc: a purpose which is eith- 
er public domain or procurable at low 
cost. It would seem worth while con- 
sidering the advice given by Ambas- 
sador Bryce in Ottawa, before his re- 
turn to England, namely, that the 
time to set aside public domain for 
the future needs of the people is now, 
not when the encroachments of civill- 
zation have rendered this almost im- 
possible.
